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PREFACE. 



Private prayer need not — ought not — to be exclu- 
sively for ourselves ; as we practically own when we 
use the Lord's Prayer in private : for its supplications, 
keeping the individual supplicant out of view, ask the 
same blessings for all who call God their Father, as 
for the person praying. And on the other hand, since 
the wants of all are nearly the same, general prayers 
intended, like the Collects in the Prayer-book, for the 
whole Church at large, require but a slight change to 
become suitable for individuals in private. The fol- 
lowing Prayers have been drawn up with an earnest 
desire to express the feelings and wants of all who 
love their Bible and Prayer-book ; and to avoid many 
less vital points on which conscientious persons often 
differ, because they view them from different sides* 
Most of them may readily be made suitable for family 
worship by changing the words 7, mine, and me, into 
we, ours, and its. 

Those, in any station of life, who are toiling in the 
harassing and ceaseless Tound ol "W^oiea^ ^^ ^^^ NR^i^>

find but scanty leisure for private reading and devo- 
tion, because their time is seldom under their own. 
controL Of those who do not neglect private prayer^ 
comparatively few believe themselves able for the 
further resolute eflfort usually required to gather their 
households round a family altar. This is unquestion- 
ably wrong ; yet it is not easy for minds much occu- 
pied in secular duties to collect their ideas in prayer, 
or, at least, to embody them in words. The Lord is 
our true teacher of prayer : " For we know not what 
we should pray for as we ought ; but the Spirit itself 
maketh intercession for us with groanings which can- 
not be uttered." Every one, indeed, who has the 
desire, is competent for ejaculatory prayer j that 
secret inward lifting up of the heart, which none but 
God knows of; the earnest wish poured out without 
words, and even during our busiest moments, for 
pardon, help, or comfort. (Nehem. ii. 2 — 5.) But 
the following manual of short, comprehensive prayers, 
abounding in expressions already venerable among 
us, is offered to all who, not finding leisure for 
longer stated devotions, may in their supplications 
feel at a loss for words or ideas. And as the habit 
of connecting the Word of God with worship is 
always important, and is invariably practised by the 
Church, a few passages of Scripture have been re- 
ferred to In each prayer ; from which, ^om^ N«t^& m

accordance with the prayer used maybe chosen for 
reading, should the Lessons or Psalms in the Prayer- 
book Calendar be thought too long, and no other 
course of reading be fixed on. 

The Manual contains Daily Morning and Evening 
Prayers for four weeks, together with a few of a more 
special kind afterwards. In the fourth week will be 
found some on general subjects, wliich yet ought to 
find a place even in our private devotions. (1 Tim. ii. 
2 ; John xvii. 21 ; Rom. x. 1,14; 2 Thess. iii. 1.) The 
Prayers can either be used regularly throughout, or ac- 
cording to their subjects as expressed in the headings. 
Each Prayer may end with the Lord's Prayer and 
Grace ; and may, if desired, be lengthened by adding 
the Collect for the day, and even one or more prayers 
from the Daily Service in the Prayer-book. 

The Manual is short, but embraces many subjects : 
nor do we need much variety in our prayers. The 
ordinary daily food of any &mily, however much be 
in their power, is comprised in a very few nourishing 
and constantly used articles, which yet never weary 
the healthy appetite. Similar will be the case as 
regards the food of our souls when in their most 
healthy state ; for the desire of novelty and variety 
is no good sign of spiritual yrelfax^.

Be careful for nothing ; but in everything by 
prayer and supplication with thanksgiving, let 
your requests be made known unto God : and 
the peace of God, which passeth all understand- 
ing, shall keep your hearts and minds through 
Christ Jesus.
